When Johnson returned only 
the clerks remained, and the Ken- 
tucklan berated them for their in- 
terference, and the Incident closed. 

The fight followed the hearing on 
a bill increasing the wages of the 
crossing policemen, whom Shields 
represented. 

Johnson declared he had heard that 
Shields collected a large lobbyist's 
fee on the bill. Shleds demanded an 
opiiortunlty to "reply to the false 
statements."

I state iienltentlary here late today 
when three prisoners, armed with re- 
vilvers, made a dash for liberty. The 
men broke trom ranks while passing 
through a courtyard and ran thrJUgh 
the orflce rirtng several shots at 
random. One struck Miss Mary Fos- 
ter, a stenographer, In the leg. 

In the corridor they encountered 
John R. Thomas, or Muskogee, a 
visitor to the prison, whom they 
shot dead. Tomas was formerly a 
federal Judge and representative 
from Illinois. 

Two Kuards Intercepted the prison- 
ers as they left the corridor and 
were shot dead. 

in a running right that ensued all 
three prisoners were killed. 

The attempted mutiny occurred at 
the end or the day's -work. Convicts 
Reed, Law and Koontz worked In 
the tailor shop and when this work 
was done they approached the back 
door ot thhe administration building 
office. They met John Martin, turn- 
key and heat him over the hcac 1 . with 
a revolver, and shot him through 
the cheek and robbed him of the 
keys . 

The prisoners ran toward 
warden's office and met Patrick 
Oakes, assistant warden and shot him 
dead. 

The greatest confusion ensued and 
the convicts ran about shouting en- 
couragement to the mutineers. By 
this time the guards were aroused 
and began rirtng. A random shot 
which passed through the door in 
the Hertillion Office, killed 11. H. 
Drover, superemtendent or that de- 
partment. F. C. Godfrey, a guard 
sprang directly in front of the mu- 
tineers and Reed shot him dead. 

Judge Thomas, sitting in the 'war- 
den's office came to the door and 
evlently was mistaken for the war- 
den. A volley of bullets was fired at 
him, as he sank mortally wounded. 

Fearln« an alarm might be given 
by he telephone, three men wreck- 
ed the switchboard, and took Mary 
Foster, the operator with them 
using her as a ahtold. Only one shot 
was rired at the convicts as they 
their way across the yard, 
only by the lk»M prisoners 
and it struck the woman.

•Jle, to renew his cordial relations 
with, his conqueror, who in his tri- 
umph proved a friend Indeed, and to 
live to a great old age, almost the 
last of Ids time. 

History has no parallel to the scene 
enacted at Mount McGregor, in this 
State, twenty-nine years ago, when 
Grant, voiceless and dying, received 
in affectionate embrace Buckner, al- 
ways the friend; Buckner, always Mie 
patriot; Buckner, always the true 
American, In spite of conflicting 
principles. 

From that sad height In 1885, when 
both winner and loser were revealed 
as victors In the realm morally as 
great as any that ever hung upon the 
issue of battle, a message of peace 
and brotherhood went forth to Am- 
ericans that will endure for the
